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Detailed Action 

Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 2,4, and 10 (renumbered as 1-3) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
This application is for a magnetic head on a rotary drum. 

• Claims 2 and 4 specify a magnetic head on a rotary drum, which requires: 

" ...a surface for facing the tape magnetic recording medium and for performing 
hydrodynamic interference with the tape magnetic recording medium while moving by 
the rotation, a recording/reproducing portion for producing magnetic interference with 
the tape magnetic recording medium in a non-contact state, wherein the entire surface 
for facing the tape magnetic recording medium is a smooth flat surface placed within a 
cylindrical drum surface... " 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 2 and 4, are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
